

A review of the enclosed English manuscript indicates 
it to be a rambling treatise on application of Islam in 
KHALIFAH's personal life and international politics. A review 
of the Arabic language notebook notes some English entries 
indicating that at least part of the notebook contains similar 
to the English manuscript. It is thought possible that the 
loose pages or the rest of the notebook contains some kind of 
personal journal of KHALIFAH ' s with references with his intent 
to engage in acts of terrorism or details of his planned or 
past participation, associates or his fugitive status.

PROCEEDINGS. DURING THIS HEARING, WHICH WAS ATTENDED BY SAN 
FRANCISCO AGENTS, KHALI FAH ' S DEFENSE ATTORNEY RAISED SEVERAL 
ISSUES REGARDING THE INS CHARGES AGAINST HIM, TO INCLUDE THE 
VALIDITY OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE'S LETTER AS GROUNDS OF 
DEPORTABILITY. THE DEFENSE ALSO PRESENTED A MOTION TO 
RECONSIDER THE DENIAL OF BOND, TO WHICH THE INS HAS UNTIL 
WEDNESDAY, 1/18/95, TO RESPOND. 

AFTER APPROXIMATELY TWO HOURS OF DISCUSSION, THE INS 
JUDGE ORDERED ALL PARTIES TO RETURN ON 1/24/95 FOR FURTHER 
PROCEEDINGS. KHALI FAH CONTINUES TO BE HELD WITHOUT BAIL. IN 
THE MEANTIME, THE INS TRIAL ATTORNEY CONTINUES TO EXPRESS 
CONCERN THAT THE EXISTING, UNCLASSIFIED DOCUMENTS MAY NOT BE 
SUFFICIENT TO HOLD KHALI FAH WITHOUT BAIL. IN LIGHT OF THAT, 
SAN FRANCISCO IS SETTING FORTH A LEAD, AS DISCUSSED IN 
REFERENCED TELEPHONE CALL, FOR LEGAT MANILA TO CONTACT THE

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Top paragraph of page 23: 


In court session dated 10/1/94 , the accused, # one, 

I was called to give a statement in 

defense of himself. Be said: 

My statement which was given to the Public Prosecutor in the 
State Security Court is not true, because it [statement] was 
taken under threat, beating and use of force at the General 
Intelligence Office. They [officers] were saying to him, if you 
do not say what is related in the statement which he wrote or 
which was taken at our place [General Intelligence Office], you 
will be returned to the interrogation arena. The details which 
were related in the statement and what was taken by the Public 
Prosecutor came about as a result of beating and torture, And it 
[statement] does not oonnect the accused, one to the other, in 
any organizational association, however, it is possible that 
there were chance encounter through frequent visits to the 
mosque. And if a discussion or debate resulted, it [debate] will 
be within the desires and aspirations of the calling to virtue 
and good morals and aloofness from vice. He added that they 
[accused] don't believe in killing of individuals, and do not 
consider that [killing] to be God's creed, nor God's laws. 

It [killing] is not God's law that the irremediable be killed, or 
be punished except to the limit of God's creed. And he [accused 
#1] added, up to the end of his statement, his denial of any 
confessions taken from him, or any document he signed on asking 
the forgiveness of any "human", however, if he was to ask for 
forgiveness he would ask it of the Supreme' God. 
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Verbatim translation of paragraph one, page 23, of the Arabic' 
document in question. - :

He responded, "Of course I do." He was asked if he is MOHAMMAD 
KHALIFAH and he said, "Yes.” He was asked to exhibit his 
passport to confirm his identity and he did so. KHALIFAH was 
verbally advised of the identity of the contacting federal 
officers and shown their credentials. KHALIFAH asked, "What is 
this about?" 

KHALIFAH was advised that his American visitor visa had 
been revoked because criminal charges are outstanding against 
KHALIFAH in Jordan and if he had acknowledged that when he 
applied for his visa, it would not have been granted. KHALIFAH 
responded, "A newspaper in London printed a story with 
allegations of charges against me in Jordan and my lawyer is 
suing them." He said the Saudi Arabian Government had not 
officially notified him. 

KHALIFAH was inform ed that he wa s being taken into 
custody by INS Special Agents f I and would be 

transported to INS facilities in San Francisco where he would be 
photographed and fingerprinted. He would later be brought before 
a judge and the manner in which he will leave the United States 
will be decided. KHALIFAH offered to leave on the next plane, 
but was told that a court must decide the matter. KHALIFAH asked 
whether he needed a lawyer and was told that it was up to him and 
that many people in his situation hire a lawyer. He was asked 
how he would do so, and was informed he would be able to use a 
telephone after booking and a list of names of attorneys would be 
provided.

The Institute is internally supervised by a group of Arab and 
Philippine teachers, three Arabs and one Philippine. 

A group of supervisors direct the day to day activities: One
